MORE "LOW BLOWSIV 

The Triimftn ad m In lat ration and organ- 
tod Inbor have opened up their blfr guns on 
Senator Taft. No surprise In that, alnco they 
promised to make him their chief target In 
the lall elections. 

But the tone and character ot tho Initial 
attack.1 (all tar short ol American standarda 
ot fair play. Nobody ejcpecta politics to lo!- 
low the rules ot a gentlemen's club, but there 
ouRht to be a certain level ot decency. 

John L. Lewis, bass ot the miners, didn't 
even approach It when he wrote to the Ohio 
coo! operators threatening to take his men 
out on atrlke If Taft shows up in the pits on 
tiny campnlgn swing. That threat , belongs 
Bide by side With the eggs tossed at Wendell 
Wlllklc back In 1040. 

Tlie element ot choice between men and 
policies Is a big feature of our democratic 
oystem. If that Idea Is to work, both sides 
must be given a hearing, no matter what 
the llslcners' previous prejudices about a 
candidate or Ills efforts. Flat roflisat to listen 
amounts to wiylng you don't believe In get- 
ting both sides ot a story. 

Taft already has had one experience of this 
kind. A hundred men walked off the Job 
when he showed up at a factory. They didn't 
seem to realize, any more than Lewis does, 
that they were delivering a greater affront 
to democratic Ideals than to "nift. 

Bomo -say we shouldn't compel anyone to 
listen to a man ho doesn't care to hear. Of 
course not. Wo can't force a man to vote, 
either. But ho should want to listen. Just as 
he should want to vote. Taft Isn't selling soap 
or patent medicine. He's one of the men guid- 
ing the destinies ot this country. It shouldn't 
bo any hardship oa a Miner or a factory 
, worker or anybody else to listen to him talk 
for 10 or 16 minutes. 

W. Averell Harrlman, the president's for- 
eign affairs assistant, reached low In another 
direction. He suggested Taft la giving aid and 
comfort to Russian communism by his op- 
position to administration foreign policies. 

That's a poor thing for a high-minded man 
tlljo Harrlman to say. Taft may be dead wrong 
on many points. But whether he Is or n,ot, 
he plainly iiffi't taking any viewpoint because 
ho thinks It will help Russia. 

It's the same cheap brand of politics to 
which Claude J. Burtenshaw stooped the 
other day when he charged that the voting 
rccora of his opponent In the race for the 
U. 5. senalc. Sen. Henry C. Dworshak, "fol- 
lows the wishes of the krcmlln." - 

This Harrlman argument Is reminiscent 
of the campaign statements by some Demo- 
crats In the war years. Vote tor a Republi- 
can,- they. flai[J._nnil you're helping Hit ler. 

Tallt of this kind has no place in aiTAmerl- 
can election. Harrlman ought to be ashamed 
for Indulging in It. We must assume that 



Icglllmate political parties (communists ex- 
cluded) have American Interests at heart. 
Somo-may be right,. and. .lomo wrong. It^sjor 

~us to~decI do "that^ without reference-to how- 
Moscow or Paris or London or Berlin will re- 
gard our decision. 

Democracy Is In a bad way If we have to 
campaign on the level set by Lewis and Har- 
rlman, There ought not to be another day 
o[ such talk between now and Nov. 7. Let 
Taft be heard, wherever he wants to go. Let 

'- him stand or fall on the mcrlU of tils record 
and his viewpoint. That Is the only fair way. 



POLrriCAL HANDSHAKING 
President Truman has plenty of detractors 
In this country, but none of them contend 
he Isn't a good politician. So when he hands 
out political advice. It probably ought to bo 
accepted. 

The other day he told Senator Benton. 
Connecticut Democrat, that the way to get 
elected is to sliake as many hands as pos- 
sible. Mr. Truman suggested 25,000 hands as 
a' nice round figure. 

Who dares to say this formula's wrong? 
The President applied It In 1918, and earlier 
than that In his second senatorial fight back 
In 1B40. Both times he won over tremendous 
odds. 

Mr. Truman was talking to Benton, but the 
Republican opposition might well take note. 
Hand.-ihakcrs are usually fighting candidates, 
and the only way to defeat a fighter Is to 
fight back Just as hard. 

Looks like an awlul lot of- hands are going 
to be wrung between now and November.
